Teachers in revolt for higher 


salaries closed school doors 
yesterday in several of the na- 
tion's school systems with over 
two million pupils affected by 
strikes or the threat of strikes. 


The picture in New York City 


and Detroit remained bleak for 
a settlement to allow schools 
to open'on schedule. Detroithas 
some 
300,000 
pupils in its 


school system and New York 
City has 1,100,000. 


Michigan was hit hardest by 


the contract disputes. Almost 
500,000 -pupils around die state 
were kept from classes yester- 
day by teacher walkouts. Teach- 
ers picketed schools in several 
Michigan cities. 


A bargaining session in New 


York City ended yesterday in 
disagreement. Albert Shanker, 
president of the umrea Federa- 
tion of Teachers, AFL-CIO, rei- 
terated there was no way to 
avoid a tieup of the schools on 
opening day Monday. 


In Detroit, opening day had 


been 
postponed 
until today 


but the possibility of a settle- 
ment appeared remote. The De- 
troit Federation of Teachers 
urged teachers not to report for 
work. 


Detroit teachers have rejected 


a Board of Education contract 
offer of a $6,400 to $10,100 sal- 
ary range. The current salary 
range is $5,800 lo start up to 
$9,500 after 10 jc.no. 


New York teachers rejected a 


$125-million package, including 
a boost in classroom salaries by 
$1,050 over a two-year period to 


a starting salary of $6,600 next 
September. The teachers asked 
for a scale Of $7,500 to$15,000. 


The New York teachers, who 


also are seeking a say in educa- 
tional 
policy, 
have planned 


mass resignations to circum- 
vent a state law prohibiting 
strikes by public employes. 


Michigan law also prohibits 


strikes by public employes, but 
it has not yet been tested and it 
carries no strong penalties. 


Elsewhere, pupils were enjoy- 


ing the fruits of the labor dis- 
putes — extended summer vaca- 
tions. 
At East. St. Louis, HI., some 


24,000 pupils have been at home 
since opening a week ago Wed- 
nesday.More than 600 of the sys- 
tem's 850 teachers have stayed 
away from the schools in the sa- 
lary dispute.

000 Ford workers at plants in 
25 states, ft will cost Ford 
workers $5 million a day in 
wages and halt production of 
10,000 Ford cars and trucks 
daily. 
Negotiations were recessed 


until Monday. 


Neither side would estimate 


how long the strike would last. 


Malcolm L. Denise, Ford's 


chief negotiator and a company 
vice president, said he would 
begin the talks next week with 
optimism. 


Walter P. Reutoer, U.A.W. 


president, yesterday afternoon 
offered to submit toe wage and 
fringe benefit increase ques. 
tlon in any new contract to a 
panel of arbitrators. He told 
newsmen that only Ford's ac- 
ceptance of his offer could head 
off a strike which was scheduled 
to begin formally at midnight. 
Reuther said, "The only fair 


way, the only intelligent way" 
to determine wages was by ex- 
amining Ford's productivity. 
But he said.the company refus- 
ed to discuss productivity "and 
because of this we've got a 
strike." 
Denise said the strike will "be 


•i very serious thing for Ford" 
and would hurt its position in the 
car market. This, in turn, will 
hurt Ford workers, Denise said, 
adding that both the company and 
the union "realize this." He 
said he expected that there will 
be "a real effort to get this 
strike beyond us." 


Union officials charged that 


the Big Three automobile com- 
panies, Ford, General Motors 
and Chrysler Corporation were 


working together to break che 
union's 
"whipsaw" 
tactic, 


which entails striking one auto 
maker at a time. 


"We believe there is a con- 


certed effort" by the big three 
to thwart the union's bargaining 
efforts, 
Reuther said in an- 


nouncing the Ford strike. 


Before toe arbitration offer, 


both sides said that no progress 
had been made in toe bargaining. 
Part of yesterday1 s effort was 
aimed at insuring that toe be- 
ginning of toe strike would be 
orderly. 


Both sides indicated that they 


were not bitter because of toe 
failure to settle. 


Reutoer said that toe lack of 


bitterness "in itself is a sign 
of maturing in labor-manage. 
ment relations," 


Earlier, both Reutoer and 


Denise said that they would 
eventually settle toeir problems 
across toe bargaining table.

The military ticket had bet-

lians, and it could count not only 
on its appeals to ethnic groups, 
but also on the votes of the 
soldiers in the field. But that 
was inevitable, and in wartime 
it is better to have a govern, 
ment with the allegiance of the 
army and the ethnic minorities 
than one without it. 


In effect the election was a 


plebiscite in which both the sol. 
diers and the civilians affirmed 
their belief that the new na. 
tion is viable and that it has 
some claim on the future. With 
the Viet Cong carrying on their 
terrorist attacks, and with the 
Cong 
"shadow 
government" 


which operates at night in the 
unpacified villages, it took some 
courage to make this affirma- 
tion. Americans who can vote 
in safe polling booths and come 
home without fear of reprisal 
might think twice before they 
mock the Viet elections. 


The crucial purpose of the 


election has now been served. 
It was to create a government 
with legitimate standing in the 
eyes of its owii people and the 
world and to give its people 
their first exercise in major 
democratic participation. But 
the government remains a re- 
gime of the generals. If they 
have the "decent respect for 
the opinions of mankind" that 
Jefferson spoke of, President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and Vice- 
President Nguyen Cao Ky will 
have to prove not only their re- 
spect for the rule of law, and 
their energetic effectiveness as 
a government, but also their 
independence of the massive 
American presence in their 
country. 


With its new legitimacy and 


with 
a popular—if still mi- 


nority-base, the Thieu-Ky re- 
gime has something it never had 
before: 
room for maneuver. 


Thieu has noted wryly that some 
of his classmates in the first 
graduating class from the mill, 
tary academy are now Viet Cong 
generals. This is symbolic of 
a fact that Americans tend to 
ignore—that Saigon and Hanoi 
are 
closer to each other, by 


ethnic and historical ties, than 
Washington and Hanoi are. 


The Hanoi politicians and the 


Viet 
Cong commanders have 


thus far proved obdurate about 
entering seriously into peace 
negotiations with Washington. E 
has been partly because they are 
waiting to see whether America 
can persevere in an intensely 
unpopular war through the next 
American elections, partly be- 
cause they doubted whether Sal- 
gon could survive its own elect- 
ion crisis. 


Is it too farfetched to guess 


that Thieu and Ky will, be in a 
good position for direct peace 
talks with Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong, either after November, 
1968, or between now and then? 
Since they now have the capacity 
for maneuver, they ought to use 
it in the best interests of the 
South Vietnam nation. 


It will be said in Washington, 


of course, that the elections 
give South Vietnam a new ca- 
pacity not for peace maneuvers, 
but for an effective prosecution 
of the war. Perhaps. But if any 
one fact has emerged from the 
war in the past two years it is 
that the hearts of the South Viet, 
namese are not heavily engaged 
either in fighting sturdily or in 
the pacification of the villages. 
This may be lamentable, but it Is 
part of the reality principle that 
even the most "hard-nosed" of 
Americans must recognize. 


The American national inter, 


est in its Vietnam intervention 
has not been, despite President 
Johnson's repeated assertions, 
to give the Vietnamese freedom 
to choose and maintain their own 
government. If our continuing 
to be there makes any sense— 
and it doesn't make much any 
more-it is on the theory of a 
credible deterrent: that Amer- 
ica must make its future efforts 
at deterring and containing 
Communist 
aggression else- 


where reasonably credible. 


The difficulty with this is that 


in order to make the contain- 
ment policy acceptable to the 
world the Americans must rest 
it on the willing consent of the 
legitimate government. This is 
what gives the Thieu-Ky re gime 
Its capacity for maneuver and 
its 
chance for independence 


from its American ally.

WASHINGTON—Cambodia's capricious Prince 


Norodom Sihanouk, living next door to South 
Vietnam, has been of great aid to North Viet- 
nar.u He has let Coir.munist supplies and troops 
pour across his border. In return, here is the 
story of how the rulers in Hanoi and Peking have 
repaid him. 
It is hard to ii.nagine what more Sihanouk could 


liave done to please Hanoi and 
Peking. He parroted the Com- 
munist line calling the Amen. 
cans "imperialists" and other 
nasty names. lie spurned Ainer- 
ican aid and even kicked the 
Americans out of his country 
with a great thumbing of his 
his nose. 


He opened Can.bodia's bor- 


ders to the Communist guer. 
rillas but screamed shrilly if 
U. S. troops so much as setaGI boot across the 
line. He permitted the Communists to use Ms 
port of Phnor.-i Penh to smuggle supplies down 
the Mekong reiver to the Viet Cong:. He offered 
not only haven and hospitality, but food and 
medicine, to the guerrillas while the> camped 
in his country. 


All the while, he arranged guided tours for 


outside observers to prove he was doing none 
of these things. But in a rueful statei ^ent from 
Phnom Tenh, he has now cor:e close to con. 
fessing that he has been plajing a double garce. 


"\,"e have given a great deal of aid to the Viet 


Minh (North Vietnamese troops) and Viet Cong 
(South Vietnamese guerrillas)," said Sihanouk. 
"The Americans are aware of the fact that we 
have aided them in the political and diplomatic 
fields. V>'e have also given them aid in many 
other fields, which I cannot explain in detail. 
However, our compatriots are already aware 
that we have given a good deal of aid to the 
Viet Minh and the Viet Cong." 


'That has been poor Sihanouk's reward? The 


Communists have taken advantage of the open 
door to infiltrate Cambodia against hir>j. They 
have already started guerrilla action in the 
hinterlands, attacking his provincial guard and 
massacring anti-Cornmunist peasants. 


In Phnom Penh, the Communists are tighten. 


ing their hold on Sihanouk's government. They 
drove two anti-Communist ministers, Mau Say 
and Douc Rasy, out of the cabinet with cliarges 
of corruption. They also forced the resignation 
of Prime Minister Lon Nol. 


This has brought plaintive protests from 


Sihanouk, who had supposed his pro-Communist 
posturing would buy him immunity from 
red 


intrigue. The story is best told in his own words, 
which V. S. intelligence has picked up. 


"A number of Viet Minh and Viet Cong have 
ARTBUCHWALD 


infiltrated," the prince protested recently. 
"Thus, can we in point of fact be sure that our 
territory will be safe in the future if we turn 
Communist?. . . I must tell you now that the 
Vietnamese Communists and the Viet Cong 
negotiated with us three or four times but that 
absolutely nothing came out of the negotiations. 
The> did not sign a pledge of respect for our 
present frontiers." 


In another statement, the prince declared: "We 


only love Cambodia more than we love other 
countries, and we do not want to be lackeys of 
the Vietnamese, Chinese and Americans. That 
is our only fault. 


"I am always very severe and strict with the 


Americans. V/itli the Americans we absolutely 
do not want a reconciliation, and we are very 
strict and severe with them. Yet the Viet Minh 
have repaid me by saying that Sihanouk has sold 
the nation to the Americans because Sihanouk 
is rotten and a lackey of imperialism. Such an 
accusation -s very unjust." 


The unhappy prince isn't the first Asian 


leader who thought he could play ball with the 
Communists. India's late Prime Minister Nehru 
tried to curry favor in Peking, and his succes- 
sors still are more sympathetic to Hanoi than 
to Saigon.1 Nehru was repaid with a Red Chinese 
invasion in 1962. 
Indonesia's ousted President Sukarno virtually 


became a Peking puppet. Confiscated evidence 
now shows that the Communists intended to 
reward him by taking over his government. 


Prince Souvanna Phouma, trying to walk a 


neutral line in Laos, joined with the pro- 
Communist Pathet Lao in opposing the Ameri- 
cans. The Pathet Lao, bolstered by more than 
20,000 North Vietnamese troops, merely stepped 
up its ru ili tary drive to take over the country. 
Now the neutralist prince is cooperating whole- 
heartedly with the United States. 


Few have tried harder than the Burmese to 


get along with their northern neighbors. To 
placate the Communists, Gen. Ne Win eradi- 
cated U. S. influence in Burma. Today Burma 
is one of the chief targets of Radio Peking and 
Radio Hanoi. 


Even tiny Nepal, which has been safe near the 


top of the Himalayas for centuries, has now 
been bitterly denounced for conspiring with 
"imperialists." 


Armed Communist guerrillas are also active 


in most other Asian countries from Thailand 
to the Philippines. Yei astonishingly, the pre. 
vailing sentiment in Asia is more anti-Ameri- 
can than anti-Communist. Even the Buddhists, 
whose co-religionists have been brutally tor- 
hired and dehumanized in Tibet, find them. 
selves repeating Communist cliches.

household workers through a 
variety of manpower training 
programs. 
But so far these 


programs have consisted main. 
ly of polls, surveys, workshops 
and pilot projects. 


Today, the shortages have be- 


come so acute that it is esti. 
mated that 10 of us are com- 
peting for every available do- 
mestic worker. Today, the per. 
centage of women engaged in 
household work is down to 8 
per cent of the women in the 
U.S. labor force, less than half 
the percentage in this occupa- 
tion as recently as the end of 
World War n. And the younger 
generation is shunning house- 
hold services en masae. 


Our lim itedtrainingprograms 


haven't even begun to solve the 
underlying causes of the short- 
ages; 
abominably low wages, 


no fringe benefits, no status. 
The basic problem, says a re- 
cent study by Fry Consultants, 
inc. of Chicago for the UJS. De- 
partment of Commerce, is that 
"no one wants to be a servant." 


If we really want to stem the 


shortages, warns the study, it 
won't be enough to boost wages 
substantially 
for 
household 


service workers, 
add fringe 


benefits and set high standards 
of working conditions. We also 
will have to get rid of the mas- 
ter-servant stigma of this kind 
of work. 
And the only way to 


do this, on a significant scale, 
will be to interpose private, pro- 
fessional 
domestic 
service 


firms between household em- 
ployer and employe. 


Workers in such firms would 


earn $2-3.50 an hour. They 
would

professional 


training and would have paid va- 
cations, premium pay for over- 
time, 
free 
transportation, 


health insurance. 
The> would 


have the economic security of 
steady jobs—and an opportunity 
for advancement (e.g., from 
"housekeeper" to "inspector" 
to "job supervisor"). 


Workers 
would operate in 


teams and work for any given 
customer would be on a long, 
term contract basis. 
Profits 


would be based on productivity, 
not hours worked. 


The housewife employer would 


have a company guarantee of the 
quality of work performed, sub. 
stitute workers if a regular 
worker became ill, and super- 
vision provided by the com- 
pany, all for a price compara- 
ble to that paid to a day worker 
for the same work. 


Among the obvious existing 


companies which could go into 
this business would be big de- 
partment stores with large em- 
ploye training facilities, hotel 
chains with trained employes 
and' manufacturers of cleaning 
products. 


Fry estimates the potential of 


this market at between $1.2 and 
$1.6 billion per year. As an 
indication 
of how underde- 


veloped this industry still is, the 
Wade-Wenger Service Master 
Co., which sells professional 
cleaning services through Sears 
Roebuck and through its 1,000 
branches 
in the U.S., encoun- 


tered so great a demand in pre- 
liminary market tests, that the- 
company now is introducing the 
service throughout the nation.

Wednesday morning the two 


rooms arrived. Each one was 
completely contained in a trac- 
tor trailer. 
With them came 


a small crane to unload and 
place the modular units onto 
the footings which had been 
provided. 
The two drivers 


are both truck and crane oper- 
ators. 


With them, to oversee the 


job, came David Ogilve, sales 
representative 
for 
National 


Homes. All other labor on the 
project is local. 
Carpenters 


were hired through the local 
carpenter's union. 


After the prebuilt floor was 


completed, 
the crane deftly 


picked up the wall sections. 
These were completely pre- 
fabricated 
at 
the National 


Homes factory. Each modular 
section was placed, and the sec- 
tions fit snugly together. All 
doors, windows and other equip- 
ment are already installed. 


The units are each 24 ft. by 


36 ft., completely self-contain- 
ed, with a capacity of 35 stu- 
dents each. 
They are heated 


and air conditioned electrical. 
ly. 
The rooms are being put 


up within a few feet of the 
Starbrick school. 
Pupils will 


use existing sanitary and cafe. 
teria facilities of the main build, 
ing. 
The rooms comply with 


standards set by Pennsylvania 
Department of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


Everything is provided in each 


room except students' seats and 
desks, 
and teachers' desks. 


These are at the site, ready 
to go in as soon as the new 
units are ready, 


"In order to keep up with our 


growing 
classroom needs," 


says Luvison, "we will prob. 
ably have to utilize these re- 
locatable classrooms for a num- 
ber of years. This will give 
time for planning and research 
for 
new 
construction—how 


much construction, and where 
it is needed." 


The law now requires the 


new larger school districts to 
develop long-range plans. Dead-

rooms," such as the two now 
being erected almost overnight 
at Starbrick, may not be utiliz- 
ed at any given site longer than 
three years, according to Penn- 
sylvania school regulations. At 
the end of the period, when the 
permitted time for the two units 
has expired, it is expected they 
will be moved to other schools 


where pupil pressure is acute. 
This 
will be done either by 


transporting each unit complete 
as it is, by a "lowboy," or by 
dismantling them and re-erect- 
ing at another site.

31.1 percent, registered at va- 
rious Local BBS O f f i c e s 
throughout the state. Employ- 
ment counseling was given to 
5,353 dropouts, 79.8 percent of 
those registered. This repre- 
sented an increase over the pre- 
vious year of 222 in the number 
of registrants and of 549 in the 
number counseled. 
A total of 


1,787 dropout job placements 
were made by Bureau offices 
last year as compared to 1,764 
the year before. 


Donick reported 31 school 


dropouts in the Warren BBS 
Office area during the 1966-67 
school year. 
Of these, he 


said, 13 were registered at the 
bureau office, 13 were coun- 
seled and five were placed in 
jobs. 


The local bureau official's 


suggestion that teenagers finish 
high school before they enter 
the labor market is in keeping 
with the sentiments 
of many 


community leaders, both on the 
national and local levels. 


"Education has a dollar and 


cents value," Donick said. "A 
U.S. Labor Department survey 
shows that lifetime earnings of a 
high 
school 
graduate 
are 


$76,000 more than those of a 
grade 
school graduate and 


$49,000 more than a high school 
dropout can anticipate. A col- 
lege graduate can expect to earn 
$103,000 
more than a high 


school graduate." 


Asserting that an education in 


itself won't guarantee success 
but will open doors leading to 
opportunities, the local man- 


ager pointed out that the need 
for unskilled workers is di- 
minishing each year. 
At the 


same time, he said, scientific 
advancements are opening many 
new fields in which skills are 
needed. 


Donick declared that most em- 


ployers today insist on hiring 
high school graduates who, by 
earning their diplomas, have 
demonstrated 
the abilities to 


learn and to stick to a task. High 
school dropouts often become 
"drifting hoboes," he added, 
going from one unskilled job to 
another. They also are the first 
to be laid.off in any job cutback. 


"Stay in school. School is your 


big chance. 
It helps prepare 


you for the jobs that will bring 
lifetime 
rewards if you are 


ready for the opportunities," 
Donick stated. 


At the same time, he remind, 


ed 
teenagers contemplating 


dropping out of school because 
they must earn money, that the 
Warren BES Office, 237 Penn- 
sylvania ave. w., is a govern- 
ment agency where persons 
may register for part-time as 
well as full-time jobs. 


As part of the Bureau's new 


Human Resources Development 
Program, emphasis is being 
placed on finding part-time jobs 
for needy youths during the 
school year to help them com- 
plete their education, Donic!- 
concluded.

COMMON FUNGUS INFECTION 


Histoplasmosis is a fungal infection that involves the 


lungs. In its severe forms, the disease often is mistaken 
for tuberculosis. Therefore any person admitted to a 
sanatorium is tested immediately for the disorder. This is 
one time that misdiagnosis is an advantage because the 
outlook in histoplasmosis is better than in tuberculosis. 


Man and animals become infected by inhaling dust con- 


taminated with the causative fungi. The organism exists 
in 
soil and is found in droppings from chickens and 


pigeons. Bat dung also contains the fungi explaining why 
those exploring caves run the risk of contracting the dis- 
ease. 


The symptoms resemble a cold with fever, cough, short- 


ness of breath, and pleuritic pains. Hoarseness and gen- 
eralized aching occur; some cough up blood* A chest 
X-ray at this time may reveal shadows easily mistaken for 
pneumonia or tuberculosis. 


The special laboratory tests needed to make the diag. 


nosis are seldom done unless the respiratory disease 
follows exposure to chicken or other bird excreta. Skin 
testing is accurate but several weeks elapse before 
tests become positive and the individual is likely to 
recover before this occurs. Positive results are found 
In 80 per cent of the inhabitants in some parts of the 
United States indicating that the disease is common 
ind is usually missed. This is understandable because 
ilstoplasmosis is easily mistaken for a cold.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an 
amendment 
to 


article three, section thirty- 
one (formerly section twenty) 
of the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, 
authorizing the enactment of 
laws providing that findings of 
panels selected for settlement 
of disputes between police- 
men and firemen and their 
public employers must be 
complied with by such pub- 
lic employers. 
The General Assembly of the 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
hereby resolves as follows; 


Section 1. T h e 
following 


amendment to the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania is proposed in accor* 
dance with the provisions of the 
eighteenth article thereof: 


That Section thirty-one (form- 


erly 
section twenty), article 


three of the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
be amended to read; 


Section 31. Delegation of Cer. 


tain Powers Prohibited.—The 
General 
Assembly shall not 


delegate to any special com- 
mission, private corporation or 
association, any power to make, 
supervise or interfere with any 
municipal 
improvement, 


money, property 
or effects, 


whether held in trust or other, 
wise, or to levy taxes or per- 
form 
any municipal function 


whatever. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing 


limitation or any other provis- 
ion of the Constitution, the Gen. 
eral Assembly may enact laws 
which provide that the findings 
of 
panels or 
commissions, 


selected and acting in accord- 
ance with law for the adjust- 
ment of settlement of grievanc- 
es or disputes or for collec- 
tive bargaining between police- 
men and firemen and their pub- 
lic employers shall be binding 
upon all parties and shall con* 
stitute a mandate to the head 
of 
the 
political 
subdivision 


which is the employer, or to the 
appropriate officer of the Com- 
monwealth if the Commonwealth 
is the employer, with respect 
to matters which can be rem. 
edied by administrative action, 
and to the lawmaking body of 
such political subdivision or 
of the Commonwealth, with re- 
spect to matters which require 
legislative action, to take the 
action necessary to carry out 
such findings.
